Paid Out in Wages ' in 1908 $125,- 


543,947. 


The Pennsylvania railroad system, 


east and west'of Plttsburg, in 1908, 
paid out in wages $125,543,947, a re- 
duction of $29,471.951, 'from 1907. In 
the latter year the companies employ- 
ed an average 199,000 men, while in 
1908 this number was reduced by 24,- 
000 men. There were, by reason of 
the lack oE business, some reductions 
In hours In 1908 which affected the 
gross sums earned by certain classes 
of employes, but no changes 
were 


made In rates of pay.

In 1907 the gross earnings from op- 


erations of the companies included in 
this compilation were $321,478,308, 
and In 190S they were $267,659,213, a 
loss of $53,919,095.

There has never been 
a time that there has not been .'sick- 
ness there. Sore throats,, diphtheria, 
typhoid fever and almost every dis- 
ease abounds. I can get 800 citizens 
to certify that sickness has visited 
almost every family that lives in the 
territory.

nouses. They were built with closet 
attachments, bath rooms and indeed 
every modern requirement. 
The filth 


from all these drain in the ditches, 
which reek with it and are so soft that 
the -wheels of wagons sink into them 
up to the hub, stirring up the nasty 
odors and sending them broadcast ov- 
er the community, carrying disease' 
and death 
everywhere.

tions are deplorable, and I believe 
:hey are beyond the realiza"on of res- 
idents of town, especially so when 
they see the many new and good 
tiomes in that section.

"I am preparing a petition to the 


court of Fayette county at the present 
time setting forth that a perpetual 
nuisance is being maintained', on 'the 
South Side.

with a tape line every inch of the 
territory setting fortb how far It is to 
a drain, how many places drain into 
the- ditches, how many 'have been sick 
in the family and every other possi- 
ble bit ot information that is obtain- 
able. I will prove beyond ail ques- 
tion ot a donbt that the town is main- 
taining there a nuisance, and a deadly 
one. too."
